With reference to your several communications in regard to the application 
of the Benchers of the Society of King’s Inns, to be relieved from the payment 
of tipstaffs and porters employed at the Four Courts, Dublin, I am directed by 
the Lords iCommissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to state to you, for the 
information of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, that my Lords are of opinion 
that the Society of King’s Inns should be at once relieved from the payment 
of the salaries, kc. of the tipstaffs and porters in question, and that the amount 
of charge hitherto borne by the Society should be provided for in the following 
manner, viz.: — 

The four tipstaffs belonging to the Court of Chancery 
and the Rolls Court, should be paid their salary of SO/, each 
out of the same funds as are now applicable to the payment ot 
the incidental expenses of the Chancery offices ~ ~ 

The five tipstaffs belonging to the Court of Queens 
Bench should be paid their salaries of 30 L each by the Master 
of the Court, and should be charged in his account of inci-

My Lord, Dublin Castle, 1 August 1856 . 

I AM directed by the Lord Lieutenant to inform your Lordship that the 
Lords Commissioners of her Majesty’s Treasury have been pleased to sanction 
the payment of a salary of 40 1 . per annum to each of the Tipstaffs of the Courts 
of Equity and Law in Ireland, instead of 30 1 . a year, the increased salary to 
take effect from the commencement of tlie present quarter ; and I am to request 
that directions may be given for carrying their Lordships’ desire into effect, as 
far as regards the Court of Queen’s Bench, and for charging such increased 
salaries in the manner stated in the letter from the Treasury, dated 13 June 
1853, a copy of which accompanied my letter of the 16th of the same month.
